A high level of teacher employment 
mid a reduction nf class sixes by 
local atnibrities may account fur 
qnder spending on In-service train- 
ing, it was claimed this week. 

The Association of Metropolitan. 
Authorities was comment lug on the 
figures revealed in -the TES last 
week that l.e,a.s were likely to 
spuqd only about £35 million out of 
rhe £45 million allocated for in- 
servico (raining in the rntc support 
grunt allocations fnr this year. 

The AM A confirmed the figures, 
which arc based on a Lwo-lhirds com- 

I deted survey of l.e.u.s by the DES, 
lut .claim that tl.'ey are misloading. 

Mr- Rob Morris, the AMA's under- 
secretary for education, said that the 
forecasts of, expenditure on ln« 
Service training were a small pai*t of 
tho rate support grant calculations. 

"There is some evidence that 
local education authorities havo 
maintained a high level of teacher 
employment and have done a great 
: deal to reduce class sizes," he said. 
Thu Council of Local Education 
Authorities has agreed with the 
Secretary of State that this area 
should be investigated later this 
year. This may account for some 
ovbispeud in comparison with the 
underspend on secondment for 
training.” 

This could mean that the question 
of specific grants may be raised 
again. They were threatened by Mrs 
Shirley wiHiams last year, when 
tho local authorities agreed to the 
DF.S survey on in-service spending. 


The survey findings have infuria- 
ted the big teaching unions which 
feel they Iinve confirmed some of 
the worse suspicions about council 
spending. 

..Mr Fred Jarvis, general secretary 
of the. National Uniun of Teachers, 
said: “Plans for in-service training 
were limited enough as they stood. 
Local authorities simply cannot 
afford not to live up hi the modest 
expectations in this key tnvn of edu- 
cation provision. 

“More and more demands are 
being made on teachers, and more 
is being expected of schools. In- 
service training is now rightly seen 
as essential and we are greatly dis- 
turbed that local authorities are not 
using every penny allowed for." 

The NUT intends to take its pro- 
test to Mrs Williams,' as 'does the 
National Association of School- 
masters/Union of Women Teachers. 

Mr Fred Smithies, assistant educa- 
tion secretary of the NAS/UWT, 
claimed that this was further evi- 
dence ill favour of specific grants. 

Ho dismissed as “ nonsense ’’ tho 
AMA’s suggestion that high levels 
of teacher employment plus reduc- 
tion of cIrss sizes may account for 
underspending on in-service train- 
ing, “We should now think with 
increasing firmness of specific 
grants for ln-9crvice training and 
induction,’' he said. 

The figures are expected to be 
completed next month when they 
will 1 go for consideration to the 
Expenditure Steering Group — die 
local and central government con- 
sultation body which sorts out the 
rate support gram.

Proposals by a Conservative MP for 
exchange visits between British 'end 
Aslan teachers were dismissed this 
week as frivolous and impractical. 

Tho proposals were made by Mr 
Keith Speed, Tory MP for Ashford, 
who Is being tipped as a future Con- 
servative minister on Immigration, 
after a 12-day visit to die Indian 
sub-continent. 

Mr Speed and his travel Una com- 
panion, Mr Bob Balchini, head of an 
independent day school, see the pro- 
posals as “ positive Ideas ” for im- 

E roving race relation*. They will 
o putting them to Mrs Thatcher 
and Mr Whitelaw shortly .as., well . 
as discussing them with Mr'Nbrmau 
St John-Stevas, the Opposition 
spokesman on education. 

Mr Speed explained the ideas 
were essentially practical — about 
remedying the “depressing” lack 
of English spoken by many of the 
wives and children applying to enter 
Britain. .“Wo met peaplo waiting 
to come in. who had not one woTd of 
English," he said. 


British teachers would go to 
Bangladesh or India to help teach 
English in schools, and in return 
some of the best English speakers 
from the Indian sub-conrinont would 
be Sent aver to holp teachers ill 
schools -with largo numbers of, say. 
Bengalis— as in. tho East End of 
Lnndpn. They would act as teacli- - 
lug auxiliaries or provide a domi-. 
ciliary service for Asian women 
whose English was poor. 

Mr Sliced, was particularly ' im- 
pressed by sonic of tho Bangladeshi 
women working as interpreters in 
the British High Commission in 
Dacca. They were fluent In Eng- 
lish and spoke Syllicti, a Bengali 
dialect widely spoken in Britain. 

“ These girls were very good ”, sjtkl 
Mr Speed. “ I would like to get 
them jiere." 

Mr Bnlchin, head of the Hill 
' School,. Westerham, said the district 
commissioner In the Sylhet district 
had been warmly in - favour of tho 
idea. 

Mr Ian Martin, of tlie Joint Coun- 
cil for the Welfare of Immigrants, 


said the idea was “ total ■ window 
dressing*', and sounded expansive 
and Impractical. Ho said: “If tho 
Conservatives were really sorlous 
about all tills they would lmva < 
shown a little more interest over, 
tho years in resources for toadifng- 
pcoplo English here." 

Ms Madeleine Blackeley, general 
secretury of the National Asso- 
ciation for Multiracial Education, 
called it n " rather frivolous sort or 
suggestion Many local . authori- 
ties in litis country were doing a 
lot in tho teaching of English aa 
a second language, notably in Lon- 
don, Birmingham, KirkJecs, Derby, 
Coventry ana Manchester, she said. 
Teacher exchanges, wore always 
valuable for tencliers, but there was 
nothing new about them. 

Tho Commissi ou- for Racial 
Equality, said it was sympathetic 
to the idea, and added that - it 
already van a scheme for sending 
teachers to the Indian sub- 
continent.

Primary school teachers must pre- 
seive tlicir piofoss,'miatisni against 
outside pressures and against their 
own hasty overreactlou to such 
pressures the twelfth Plnwden Con- 
ference was told itist week. 

Mr Leonard Marsh principal of 
Bishop Grosseteste College, Lincoln, 
urged primary teirolicrs to explain 
their work more clearly to tho pub- 
lic— not least to some unexpected, 
untapped allies in industry. 

Lasting change in primnry edu- 
cation, he said, had derived its 
authority from “tho practice and 
experience of a proven practi- 
tioner ”, not from curriculum deve- 
lopment projects, like the Schools 
Council’s, or from other outside 
agencies. But he feared that In res- 
ponse to outside criticisms primary 
educators might now “sell tlicir 
birthright ” and abdicate their func- 
tion of making professional judg- 
ments. 

.Much of the compulsion to roduce 
primary schools to crammers came 
from teachers ' themselves, particu- 
larly those with tho old element- 
ary school obsession about curri- 
culum. If this h spooned, teachers 
would still carry tho responsibility 
for the policies imposed on them; ho 
feared that, as in some other coun- 
tries, teachers* humanity could drift 
away In " the bureaucracy surround- 
ing the supervision of tiieir teach- 
ing “. 

Ho feared also that profession- 
alism would be damaged if primary 
teachers involved themselves more 
In the kind of union dispute pre- 
viously commoner in secondary

City power plan runs into resistance 


Labour’s plan to restore control of 
education to u hondful of big cities 
is heuding For stiff opposition from 
those — 'including some teachers — 
who run the service. 

Chief education officers are 
generally united in the belief that 
the massive reorganization of 1974 
has not been given [be chance to 
work— particularly as it has been 
dogged by lack of money. 

This view is being echoed by 
some teachers — for instance, in 
Nottinghamshire where Nottinghpu 
would regain control of education 
from the county. 

In Nottinghamshire county and 
city teachers seem io be against 
change for tho snke Df it. There is 
a general dislike of another round 
of upheaval so soon after the last. 

Mr Rodney Hogg, secretary of the 
Nottingham branch of the National 
Union of. Teachers, said: “Any 
change of method and administra- 
tion is unsettling on the children, 
and teachers would far rather out 
up with a system that is possibly 
not as good ns it should be tlian see 





another shuke-up in the system.” 

Even In clues, such ns Hull, 
Leicester nnd PlyitinuLh, where the 
teachers seem most anxious to sec 
local control reasserted, there is 
reservation ahout the possible dis- 
ruption that another round of 
reorganization would cause. But the 
feeling is that amalgamation has 
caused them to lose nut in services 
and that a switch bnck could only 
be beneficial. 

The cities that would be alFcctcd 
by the reorganization announced 
by Mr Peter Shore, Environment 
Secretary, are Bristol, Hull, 
Leicester, Nottingham Derby, 
Stoke, Southampton, Portsmouth 
and Plymouth, 

These cities are known as the 
Big Nine. AH have a population 
of at least 200,000 — Bristol has the 
largest with around 420,000, Earlier 
this year the group applied direct 
to Mr Shore for the return of 
powers — such as education, social 
services and planning— lost in re- 
organization. 

But the authorities arc nnt united 




on education, and one nf them, 
Southampton, lias said it dries not 
want it back. 

Mr Norman Rest, lender of the 
city's Conscrvative-coutrnllurl coun- 
cil, claims that the ouihurltius are 
seeking power and status by trying 
to regain the lost powers. He 
wants the best den] for his rtte- 
payors. "This is just keeping up 
with tho Jones's ”. he said. " I 
have been accused of lacking in 
civic pride but I have no lack of 
civic pride. 1 am in locul govern- 
ment tosce that it is as efficiently, 
effectively, fairly and economically 
run as possible.” 

Chief education officers take the 
line that it is too early to make 
any real assessment of the effects 
of the 1974 reorganization. Mr 
Jeffery Ald"m, rnief eduratinn 
officer for Hampshire, which in- 
cludes Southampton and Ports- 
mouth, says it is “ ludicrously pre- 
mature ” to start Judging. “Hope- 
fully, in JO or lb years In calmer 
'economic seas ono may be able to 
come to conclusions. To do it now 


is like trying tn judgo a fivc-ycur- 
old comprehensive against a Slifi- 
yuur-old grammar school, which is 
U I Kurd ”, lie said. 

Mr Dudley Fiske, chief education 
officer fur Manchester and presi- 
dent of the Society of Education 
Officers, said that a return to some 
of the old boundaries, and the arti- 
ficial barriers they created for edu- 
cation, would be thought a " back- 
ward move”. 

Mr Michael Cufflln, chairman of 
the Big Nino and leader of the Con- 
servative-controlled Lolcastcr City 
Council, emphasized that nothing 
would be Imposed ou couucils 
a l though he thought that It would 
be u " pity " if local authorities did 
not take education if it was offered. 
" If you are seeking to restore 
powers, education docs seem to be 
tlie Jvncli-pin ”, ho said. Some 
authorities did not have it as their 
highest priority for regain of con- 
trol.

With deadline 
for replies running out todpv only 
just over half the replies ore In. 


The report acknowledges the 
contribution already made towards 
(lie adult literacy scheme, but says 
that much remains to be done, In 
responding to the campaign and 
in defining a more positive role, for 
libraries In relation to functional 
literacy. 

Tho report recommends that lib- 
rarians should always be represen- 
ted on local literacy programme 
planning committees -with one lib- 
rarian In each authority having par- 
ticular . responsibility for adult lit- 
eracy provision. All niatnbers of 
staff who hove contact with tho 
public should have special training 
to mnkc them aware of. tho prob- 
lems fucing adults who cannot read. 

Libraries iu deprived areas should 
make far more efforts to attract the 
non-user. “Wo would like to see 
authorities nominating a little-used 
library ns a starting point for a cam- 
paign for greater . library use.”. 

In places with significant ethnic 
minorities, libraries should find 'out 
whether, they ara eligible for Urban 
Aid assistance or for special local 
government grants. 

The service should employ people 
who can speak some of tne relevant 
minority languages and the provi- 
sion of ri library of Asian languages 
should bo considered, the. report 
recommends.

Churches take state to court 
in minimum standards row

WASHINGTON 
Fundamentalist Christianity has en- 
joyed n strong revival' in the United 
States over the past 10 years. The 
movement has spawned large num- 
bers of new Christian schools, which 
are now beginning to come into con- 
flict with statu authorities. 

The basic issue Is whether states 
have a eight to regulate these funda- 
mentalist institutions and impose 
minimum educational standards on 
them. The evangeUcoi protest-ants 
—often Baptists— who fufi them 
maintain that they have the right 
to operate their s Christian acade- 


Accurote statistics for the growth 
of Christian academies are not avail- 
able. Indeed, one of their charac- 
teristics is a reluctance to keep 
statistics or report them to outside 
bodies, but ona recent estimate put 
their total at 5,000 • schools, with a 
combined enrollment of a million 
pupils. 

The south, traditional heartland ' 
of fundamentalist Protestantism in 
the United States. lias tha largest 
concentration 4 of them; and It is in 
two. southern states, North Carolina 
and Kentucky, that dlls particular 
church -state conflict lias come to' a 
head , first. Like most . modern 
American disputes, this one is being 
fought out in the courts. 

In Kentucky, parents and pastors 
representing 20 fundamentalist 
schools have jollied in a lawsuit to 
stop the state board of education 
imposing Its minimum educational 
standards on them. They don^t 
want 'Choir schools tq be accredited 
by the board — a requirement of 
state law— they don't want their 
teachers Ip be certified, and they 
don t want to use state-approved 
textbooks. 

The latter are particularly objec- 
tionable to tha plaintiffs because 
they ignore or discredit the Biblical 
view of Creadon. The functainen- 
tfllist philosophy holds thnt every 
word In the Bible is literally' true. 

• The curriculum in these schools 
is based on “ creationism "—which 
its advocates contrast with the 

modernism ” prevailing in the 
world today— and’ it uses the bible 
as « textbook tor all subjeqts, from 
history to science. Pupil-teacher 
ratios arq often very high, with one 


teacher typically taking a class of 50 
children. 

The Kentucky case was precipiia* 
ted by a ruling from the jtote attor- 
ney-general last nutumii. that par- 
ents who send tlieir children to 
schools not accredited by the state 
could be- prosecuted under the tru- 
ancy laws (maximum penalty one 
year In jail and a $500 fine). 

Tlie parents and pastors got an 
injunction stopping the state from 
taking such action until the issues 
could be settled in court. The final 
heanngs are now in progress. 

The attorney-general's ruling had 
not in fact been aimed at the 
fundamentalist schools so much as 
at the white flight private schools 
or dubious quality that -entrepre- 
neurs set up ta cash in on the inte- 
gration of public oducaLior. in Ken- 
tucky. 

Although some critics say the 
Christian academies have also 
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cashed in on the section of the 
white popu iation tlmt wauts to 
avoid the consequences of desegre- 
gation, most observers feel tlie vast 
majority of them are based on 
genuine religious conviction. 

Lawyers for the fundamentalists 
are mokiug much of the landmark 
Yoder case decided by die Supreme 
Court In 1972. Then the Supreme 
Court upheld tlie right of die Amish 
sect to withdraw children from 
public high schools before the age 
of 16, oir the grounds' that the 
parents’ right ta free exercise of 
religion was moro important than 
a state's interest In the education of 
its children. 

William Bali, the lawyer who 
won the Yoder case, is uow acting 
for tlie Kentucky fundamentalists. 
One of his arguments is that die 
state policies violate religious free- 
dom and the constitutional separa- 
tion of church and stato. 

- Tlie state board of educadon 
replies that it lias on obligation to 
protect childron by ensuring that 
they are taught to minimum Stan- 
dards by qualified teachers. It 
donies 1 that its regulatibns would 1 
Stifle the fundamentalists' rights to 
roligfdus freedom. 

In North Carolina, die state is 
taking legal action against 62 Chris-' 
dan academies that are refusing to 
file reports on their teaching mate- 
rials, curricula, teachers* certfica- 
tion and other educational questions. 
Tlie state needs these reports to 
determine whether schools meet its 
minimum standards. 

(The 62 aohoola are also in trouble 
With the federal government tor re- 
fusing to pay its unemployment com 
pensation taxes. Churches are 
exempt but Washington says reJl- 
gitous schools must pay up, like 
Other employers.) 

Iti many parts of the country fric- 
tion is increasing between Christian 
fundamentalists . and government 
bureaucracy whjicli they say is an- 
croaching more add mors on tiiei?

Wine-making, setting up mini- 
businesses and lira! n -storming ses- 
sions on what makes n good human 
being arc just some of tlie unusual 
school activities Irish youngsters 
have been pursuing as part of an 
educational experiment. 

The Transition Year Project was 
devised by former Education Minis- 
ter, Mr Richard Burke, as a year 
of reflection : a year devoted to 
personal development when pupils 
could get off die academic treadmill 
and learn about living. 

In an environment where there in 
growing examination pressure, Mr 
Burke frit schools were losing con- 
tact with life outside and the student 
had Idrtie time to concern himself 
with the kind of person he was or 
with the society in which he was 
living. 

Although his ministry set out the 
broad outlines of the one year pro- 
gramme. Mr Biu*ke felt the details 
should be filled in by the schools. 
This was a welcome change in a 
country where schools have tended 
to rigidly follow national! pro- 
grammes. 

Transition Year curricula ore 
basically designed to meet the needs 
of those In tilielr last year of formal 
full-time schooling mid those who 
intend to follow approved courses. 

. The project has been in operation 
since 1974, and die programmes 
have been usually taken by pupils 
aged around 15— at die ona of die 
junior cycle Lu die second level of 
education. 

Some evaluation of the successes 
and failures of tlio programmes is 
now possible following detailed 
work dona by two .researchers from 
the Educational Research Centre at 
St. Patrick's Co 11 ego of Education, 
in Drumcondra, Dublin. 

Tlie researchers, Owen Egan and 
Joy O'Reilly, visited all the pilot 
schools and gathered the materials 
for their report by moans Of ques- 
tionnaires, for the co-ordinator in 
cadi school, the teachers Involved 
and the students. 

T3ie teachers talked of their frus- 
trations and were uskad about pos- 
sible deterioration qf dio course. 
Their most frequent complaint was 
kick of money for the various 
schemes undertaken, such as trips 
to places of Interest, euid rtiolr most 
common fear was mat the project 
might come to be regarded as a 
“do nothing” year. 

A rending of die descriptions of 
the programmes in each of 16 pilot 
schools would suggest ihiat a large 
number used die Year tor the 
weaker pupils and those planning 
bo leave school.

Sir,— Following upon tho report by 
Her Majesty's Inspectors on mixed- 
ability teaching I am surprised that 
there has been no mention of the 
distinction between the social im- 
portance .of teaching the able child- 
ren alongside the not so able and 
the sodaj importance of not being 
sure which are the bright and the 
not so bright and, through segregat- 
ing them at an early stage, defining 
their roles for them. 

I would think few peoplo would 
quarrel with the notion . that it is 
easier to run effective courses with 
the children split Into apparent 
ability groups but if, as is now 
becoming clear, we are all basically 
much closer in ability than was 
previously thought, then surely to 
condemn a child who has a back- 
ground at home which limits his/ 
her ability to a corresponding one 
at school is criminal folly ? The 
.argument at present seems to be 
“we run tha schools for those thBt 
take to the system and too bad 
about tite rest”. Which is a bit 
like taking a group of ducks and 
chickens , to teach them swimming, 
as soon as the one group are doing 
well you concentrate your best 


efforts on them and regard the rest 
as being of lower ability. 

I would say that there Is consider- 
able evidence that the ability levels 
found in children today is as much 
a reflection on the school structure 
as It Is innate ability in children.

Sir,— I nearly joined STOPP 
recently. I share Its belief that 
teachers should not terrorise tlieir 
pupils and that corporal punish- 
ment is often futile as well as un- 
pleasant.

Then there is that tale about die 
same names always appearing . in 
the punishment book. Can aboli- 
tionist schools offer us lesser mor- 
tals any infallible method of deal- 
ing with 3D so that they never 
come back for more ? Do not 
detention books, for example, make 1 
simitar reading? 

Lest I be misunderstood, I am a 
ripe old 28-year-old teaching In a 
school whose use of the cane is 
negligible — it really is the prover- 
bial two or three junior miscreants 
a year, to whom it does no harm 
and only a little, temporary, good. 
We would not think of using it 
regularly or excessively, and cer- 
tainly not as the >c ultimate sanc- 
tion”; we have a clear and struc- 
tured pastoral system ta tackle the 
real problems, and we know it 
takes time and trouble, not a solu- 
tion at a stroke.

A simple experiment: adults 
allowed to study in sixth forms. 
Tim Albert looks at the results 

When she was at school 20 years ago 
Marjorie Snngsrer’s teachers laughed 
when she said she wanted to be a 
librarian. " , 

At 15, like most of her classmates, slie 
left to work in a factory ; later she 
married and had a family. But now she is 

I iroving the cynics wrong. She has gone 
jack to school and is studying alongside 
sixth formers at her local comprehensive. 

“ It’s absolutely marvellous ”, she says. 
“The kids think of you as the same as 
them. The teachers have changed a lot 
.since my day : they were always much 
older when I was at school, and very 
strict. Now they are very sympathetic.” 
.She has just taken an A level in English 
literature, and is planning to take 
sociology and history, and go no to uni- 
versity. . , 

The school she goes to can supply other 
case histories. Particia Spencer also has 
her sights on university : the wife of a 
toolmaker at Ford and mother of three 
sons, she too left school without a qualifi- 
cation. Jean Critchley left at 15 to go to 
do a secretarial course, worked in a soli- 
citor's office and is planning to go to 
C. F. Mott College to take a general arts 
degree. 

And Marjorie’s husband Jim, a redun- 
dant car worker turned insurance sales- 
man, says he also hopes to follow in his 
wife’s academic footsteps (though with 
more vocational subjects, such as compu- 


ter studies] , while nt the same time 
managing to interest the odd readier in 
buying one of his policies. 

They are the conspicuous successes of 
a remarkably simple experiment, which 
uilows adults from the local community to 
study alongside sixth formers, and which 
has been Rolng on For the past two years 
in an ordinary comprehensive in Hale- 
wood, a depressed area near Liverpool. 

Originally planned as one of the brave 
new reset tleineiit areas for families from 
the city centre, a political change on the 
Liverpool council means that the plans 
rest unfulfilled, with fields criss-crossed 
with roads and drains, waiting for hous- 
ing developments that have never come. 

More recently Halewood was reorgan- 
ized into the borough of Knowsley, a long 
thin segment of land to the east of Liver- 
pool, with little coherent history and 
worse communication links. Its features 
include a high incidence of single parent 
families, little employment; no bank or 
cinema, and no college of further educa- 
tion for several miles. 

When Peter Connor, son of a Liverpool 
crane driver and a graduate of Hull 
University, took over as head of the 
Grange School (built in 1964) in 1875, his 
predecessor had been ill for some time, 
and staff morale was low. There were 
only 30 pupils in the sixth form, and 
clear signs that because the hopes of the I 
planners had exceeded reality (they had 
added a second" comprehensive to the area 
in 1972) falling rolls were about to 
become a major problem. In fact 850 
pupils are expected to start this month 
compared with 1,400 seven years ago. 

After a couple of months Peter Connor 
started floating one passible solution : 
admit adults From tho local community 
into the sixth form. He managed to con-

vince ilie teaching unions, and .then set 
about a publicity drive, with house to 
house lcafleting, contact with local news- 
papers and radio stations, and a poster 
campaign. 

The school offered free tuition to the 
unemployed, or a year's course (with a 
commitment of just over ono hour in 
school per subject per week) for £14 on 
easy terms. Through a Job Creation 
Programme going on in the school, he 
was able to assign a redundant teacher to 
the task of liaising with the new adult 
students. 

“ The hardest part For many adults was 
coming through the doors for the first 
time”, savs Eugene O’Neill, the deputy 


time”» soys Eugene 0*NelII« the deputy 
head who has been responsible for the 
programme.- Nevertheless, when they 
started in 197G, out of 53 original in- 
quiries 40 different adults started classes. 
In seven O level subjects and four A 
levels. 

The majority were housewives, though 
there wero others such as a policeman, a 
midwife and office cleaners. But within. 
a. few months some 15 of them 1 had" 
dropped out— though compared ; with 
adult drop-out rates generally this is not 
nearly as bad as it sounds — many ol 
them men, and for a variety of reasons, 
from moving house to finding a job. ■ 
-When- the results came they were im- 
pressive : of the 13 examinations there | 
was a 100 per cent pass rate ; in English 
language O level all six adult students 

f ;ot a grade. A, “It does raise an awful 
ot oE questions ”, says Peter Connor. 
“What nas been going on in the past? 
Why do they: opt out? Why do they 
come bock being motivated and success- 
ful?” 

For the second year, which started last 


autumn, the local council agreed to give 
the school a £5 allowance for. each adult 
Student, In addition, the Ford of Britain 
Foundation gave £250, which was used 
mainly For publicizing the. courses. ' A 
total of 38 signed, up, joining.scven adults 
still bn courses, ' and at the end of the 
year 20 had tnl:en exams. Tlie results 
are still awaited. 

Next year the ftffure looks' brighter 
still: [lie .local • authority, has" increased 
the allowance to.Elft per adult, an^ lias 
permitted die school to appblncf twOT*xtra 
teachers ; various local firm s' have been 
making inquiries on behalf of" their em- 
ployees ; and already there have been 90 
applications for courses: (to Join a sixth 
form of 45 pupils). /‘-What )ve need 
now”, says Eugene O’Neill, ib a ■'leisure 
area for adults.

In the walled gmdun of the old 
Hams Hall estate there is n luxuri- 
ous display of weeds, for the garden 
and its surrounding land are 
used as an envirniur.enta 1 studies 
centre for mure than 1500 schools 
in the Wc*t Midlands.

■ year walk along i lie nature trail 
which begins in the wailed garden 
and leads tlirmigh ;m old orchard, 
past the edge of a sum It church- 
yard, through an diva of wood land 
and some new plaiiutlinm until it 
arrives at h sum] I imnl hidden in 
the undcrgrowdi. Beyond this lies 
the river Tame mid a stretch of 
flat, marshy laud.

Unfor- 
tunately most centres are only open 
during term time and it seems a 
great pity that they ore not able 
to organize holiday projects- as well, 
especially dp ring tho summer.

Never too 
old?

The front page of the TfSS recently 
told of n drive to encourage inntnru 
students to apply for university 
training. My experience has been 
as follows.

I 
longed for the university education 
which I had been unable to obruin 
In my youth. I therefore applied to 
the Senate of London University, 
asking if there wns bii age limit.

I obtained “A" in A level Eiib* 
liiit, with dls tine non in the special 
paper; “A" In A lovel history, 
with distinction in die special 
paper ; “ B " In French A level ; 
and "A" in 0 level Latin. 

I was called for interview to a 
London College. I was greeted with : 
“You are the oldest student evor 
tn apply. You do realize, don't you, 
th.it to a young lecturer, you would 
uppear as his aunt ? " I was also 
asked : " What guarantee do we 
have that you could learn a 
language ? ” 

What guarantee did they havo that 
applicants who had not yet obtained 
their results could learn a lan- 
guage? I already had n “B” in 
French, wan awaiting my Latin re* 
suits, and had Informed them that 
I spoke Malay fluently until 1 was 
six ycurs old (It was an orientul 
luiiguuge for which study was re- 
quired). 

I wns turned down by this col- 
lege, and by the three other London 
colleges to which I had applied 
(without Interview by the others). 

I had nlsq applied tn Sussex Uni- 
versity, ! luring read in newspapers 
of people who had been unable to 
obtain higher education in their 
youth succeeding at Sussex. I was 

g reeted with: " You’ll have hud a 
et tor chance of obtaining a place 
ticro i/ you hadn’t had all those A 
levels ■ 

My interviewer then asked mo: 
Do you listen to pop records with 
the youngsters ? " Answer: “1 am 
very frieucljy with some of the 


that none nF them earo for pop higher degree, hut this has been 


music ; if they did, I should imagine 
they would prefer to listen with 
[heir own age group.” 

Next question: 11 How do you 
compare with the youngsters in 
regard to marks ? ” Answer: “ You 
have my examination marks; they 
were better than tho«e of the rest 
in my classes.” Interviewer: “O, 
but f meant Marx.” 

He then put me tli rough a viva 
voce examination in English litera- 
ture. commenting at the end: “0, 
you'd be far too much iu advance 
of our youngsters 1 ” 1 was turned 
down by Sussex also, 

I am menially grateful to the 
Now University oi Ulster, which 
granted me a place. T gamed my 
BA Hons English wth second class 
honours, upper division. 

I tiicn applied to Queen's Uni- 
versity, Belfast, for a place to taka 
the MA degree, informing them of 
my Rge. I was told that I must gain 
ut least a second-class honours, 
upper division degree (which I did). 

I was asked for letters of recom- 
mendation from two of my lec- 
turers; three lecturers sent these. 

I was told I must have the consent 
of the head of the English depart- 
nionat; my adviser at NUU told 
me that this head had said he would 
be very pleased to have me, 

Result: a refusal, I wrote to the 
registrar, and have since written to 
the admissions officer asking for a 
reason for this refusal ; no reason 
lias been given. I was told by Dub- 
lin University — unfortunately, their 
lists were full by this time — that 

II There is no age limit on higher 
degrees.” 

. I have now one year to go for 
my BA lions. French at NUU. I 
should very much like to take a 


costed beyond my pocket ; 'I under- 
stand the fees will be in tho region 
of £900. Indeed, iny final year is 
to cost £600, unless a reduction cati 
be made. 

Your report suited that adult stu- 
dents may rcccivo a grunt. There 
is, however, a snug here. Retired 
pcoplo must necessarily have an 
income, however smalt, on which to 
live. My very small income was 
judged too high for me to receive 
a grant for my initinl BA studies, 
other than the mandatory £50 per 
annum (paid In instalments I). 

I was informed by Ealing, where 
T lived before coming to tho uni- 
versity here, tlinr “ there are no 
grants for second degrees”. 

I am not alone, at my age, in wish- 
ing to study. One of uho senior 
administrative stuff here confided in 
me that, when lie retired (wfricll 
would be soon), lie wished to take a 
degree. Now. he soys, ho cannot 
possibly afford it. Perhaps die Gov- 
ernment does not wish elderly 
people to study? 

In France. J found the university 
fees to be in tihe region of £25 a 
year, and, for the University du 
troiuinu Age (dial is, for retired 
people) only £10 a year, for which 
they may toko any university subject 
phis dancing, swimming, pottery, 
weaving, pointing on silk, guitar, 
movement to music, yoga. 

In France, they believe in encour- 
aging uhe old lo learn, both for tfliedr 
mental and physical health, end for 
the benefit tn young students, who 
ore encouraged to mix with them 
and to take their cruft and other 
classes.

region was a good deal slower and 
more arduous with no surfaced

The dozen youngsters made their 
way gingerly down the shaking 
ladder from the deck at Southamp- 
ton nnd on to the boat. They were 
n motloy crew: boys and girls aged 
between 16 and 21. Some were at 
comprehensives, others at public 
.school. One was a librarian. An- 
other was studying land manage- 
ment at a polytechnic in the Mid- 
lands. Few of them had nict before. 

When f left them some 16 hours 
later (climbing carefully on to a 
small motor boat just off Cowes) 
they were already beginning to meld 
into an efficient crew. They had 
cooked a couple of passable meals, 
attended a mayor's reception in their 
honour ac Southampton, spent a 
sweltering night in their quarters, 
loarnt some basic dni'Ms (including a 
man ovorboard routine, with a card- 
board box as'llio “mpn") and — for 
two of them who had stayed out too' 
late — been ticked off firmly by the 
skipper. 

After I had left, they came second 
in n race with other boats in thoir 
fleet. They wdro (bon scheduled to 
have a full week of sailing and 
socializing, including a trip back 
from. Cowes to Brighton, some 





manoeuvres for a television pro- 
gramme, and a sail across the Strait 
of Dover and up to Bright lingsea. 

They were just some of the 90 or 
so who each week go on such trips, 
organized by »be Ocean Youth Club. 
The club ftwns and operates eight 
82 foot 3crmudau ketches and one 
gaff rigged yawl from five regional 
cent! os throughout the British Isles. 
Youngsters generally pay £65 for 
a iveek (£60 if it is off-peak and 
£15 for a weekend) though prices 
will go up this year to £75, £70 and 
£20. The club is an educational 
charity, with an Impressive list of 
governors, and Lord Caldecote of 
Delta Metals chairman, 

It has evolved from the work of 
Chris Ellis, now a teacher at Eton 
and still a club governor, who, as 
a youth worker in Stevenage in die 
1950s, hit upon the benefits of using 
suiling boats— and the discipline of 
the sea — as a tool for youth work. 

“ He had been a naval officer 
during the war ”, says David James, 
the club’s 1 present director. “His 
idea was that the way to communi- 
cate with young people was through 
what he knew— which was the sea— 
and tha wny to do that was to get 
a boat ond go down ihcra. , , , 

" rt worked like magic. They 
didn’t react against his authority 
because they understood that they 
had to have a skipper -and that you 
had to work together. If ye U didn’t, 
then nothing happened. ; . 

In 1966, with die support of the 
Rev Chris CourtauJd, then a curate 
in London’s East End, who owned 
the yawl which the club still oper- 
ates, he set up the Ocean Youth 
Club. Its stated aim was to Improve 
the condition of ]iFe for young 
people by taking them to sea, 

For nine years the cliib was run 
feAfi!

Under him the expanded, but aga- 
ngi .fleet was sold off. and replaced 
L y ii D ®, ven . ®P®cially designed boats 
bui.it in the club’s yard in Con, wall!

Two years ago Geoffrey Williams 
left ond took up farming, and Inst ■ 
May David James, a former naval 
officer turned sailing instructor, 1 
who used to organise sailing for 
young people from the London 
borough of Tower Hamlets, became 
the new director. 

His plans include adding another 
five boats, slightly modified, in 
order to build up branches In North- 
ern Ireland, North East England and 
London (supplementing those 
already based in die Humble, Holy- 
head, Plymouth, Brlghtlingseu and 
Glasgow). Each new boat will cost 
at least £190,000, Which he hopes to 
raise partly through sponsorship and 
partly through the club’s owu fund- . 
raising efforts. 

One of the boats, he hopes, will 
be available for special projects, 
os the Whitbread Round the 
World Race in 1981. He also wants 
ro J9i nvo Sbfflclont funds — nbout . 
£8,700 a year— to provide help for 
3 «nuig people who want to go on 
tho boats but cannot afford tliu fees.. 
And he lutcnds to Increase public > 
awareness of tlic club by building* 
up local support groups and bv such' .’•!

It is five years since I uas hi 
Bulgaria, and Lbcrc have huui 
same changes. The new airport Is 
threo tinios the size of die old one 
and now people are complaining of 
the noise, so unoiher airport will 
be built farther out.

I do not remember the coloured 
fountains in (lie Park of Friend- 
ship, nor the tasteful floodlighting 
of the National Then tie’s pink and 
white colonnadc-s; nor the vuluma 
oE traffic, nor die tcasliops going 
like a fair. . . .

Ski touring in the Austrian alps needs clogged persistence and stamina 
rewards are a sense of achievement and adventure writes T. H. Price

Seven o'clock, nnd a smiling morn- 
ing under a cloudless blue sky, us 
u glcum of sunshine creeps around 
the mountain behind us. The only 
sound is the steady swish of skis 
in unison as we ulod onward and 
upward in single rile following the 
track of our guide. 

The silence is appropriate in this 
unending snowsenpe, which is both 
monotonous and magnificent. But 
curiosity intervenes and after a 
while I have the temerity to ask 
iny i nun e dl a to companion ahead 
what he thinks about as he walks 
relentlessly on. A longish pause 
here, for breathing has to be regu- 
lated at 9,000ft if one is to enjoy 
the added luxury of speech, hi this 
apparently slow but nevertheless 
exacting pace — and then the 
astounding reply: “I've never yet 
got beyond the next stop." 

Astounding this, because he is on 
excellent skier on the piste and a 
man of some considerable 
experience in the art of ski moun- 
taineering, well able to go uphill 
for six hours a day and to cope 
with deep powder snow, which is 
the joy of downhill running In the 
spring time when skitouring is 
most attractive.

perhaps it should be made clear 
that the touring mentioned hero 
involves living in mountain huts at 
high altitudes and a certain 
amount of discomfort.

As there Is mi certainly 
that there will be oilier members 
ot the group who sneak English, it 
is advisable to find one's own 
English-speaking companion nnd to 
have some German or, perhaps bet- 
ter, to make up one's own party 
from skiing acquaintances of about 
the same standard. In these circum- 
stances, a guide con be found by 
writing to tho chief organizing 
guide of the area 
(Bcrgfuhrerwart) — often the head 
of the local ski school. 

Services of the guide will cost 
about 900 Austrian schillings a 
day, which with a party of six 
works out at about £35 u person a 
week. The -guides, who should be 
qualified, carry large packs, with 
all kinds of emergency equipment. 

On one occasion towards the end 
of tho six-hour climb to a hut, 
mostly In a blizzard, two members 
of the party were showing signs of 
fatigue, but within moments of 
reaching a sfljoltcred spot the 
guide was dispensing hot tea from 
the thermos flask and fitting tltem 
out with on additional garment 
each. . 

Again when one of the group 
allowed a ski to slip from his 
grasp almost at the top of a moun- 
tain, 11,000ft up, it was retrieved 
with its broken-off tip from the 
next valley X.OOOft below and fitted 
with an artih’daJ tip which made 
skiing possible for the next few 
days.

It is not the longest of Britain’s 
long-distance footpaths, and it is 
certainly nor the hardest. But it is 
one of the most beautiful — espe- 
cially if, like mu, you happen to 
liavu spent your formative years in 
Sussex by the sea. 

It is. of course, die South Downs 
Way— the old route along the top 
nf the South Dawns which starts at 
Bourton, in Hampshire, and winds 
through Hampshire and Sussex all 
the way to Eastbourne, where the 
ridge of chalk of which the hills 
are niado plunges abruptly into the 
sea at Bcachy Head. 

You can walk the length of the 
South Downs Way in a week or 
less, if you put your mind to it. 
Better, though, to do it in short 
stages, stopping on route to admire 
the pretty villages of tho Weald of 
Sussex, the dramatic Down land 
scenery, and perhaps to visit ono 
or more of tho resort towns on tho 
seaward side of the footpath. 

Ona of tlie nice things about tho 
Soutli Downs Way is that you aro 
never very far from sbme such 

E oint of interest, or from such 
cncfits of civilization as hot 
water, soft mattresses, and beer. 
Even if you try to head into the 
wilderness, you cannot. Every now 
and again the path tends to plunge 
down into the heart of some such 
town as Lewes before continuing 
its way back along the windy- hill- 
tops. For that reason, the walk is 
an ideal one for beginners, and for 
youngsters. 

. Between us, we managed to fit 
into both categories when we 
walked the Way last summer : 
three boys aged between 10 end 12, 
their father (straight from a seden- 
tary occupation and with little 
walking experience), and a lively 
Labrador dog called Jason. 

We planned to cover as much of 
the eastern half of the footpath as 
possible during a weekend, having 
chosen that half of the walk 
because it goes through the most 
interesting countryside and also 
because of tile easy rail links with 
London. Accordingly, we arrived at 
Eastbourne oarly on Friday even- 
ing armed with a sleeping bag 
apiece, some basic cooking 
materials and rations, a . single 
Camping Gaz burner, a two-man 
Blacks ~Kampllte nylon tent, and 
tlio dog's water bowl. The children 
wore jeans, heavy sweaters, 
cagoules and — at their own insis- 
tence— tba ubiquitous training 
shoes. Qn the advice of Stanfords, 
t , hJ a P shop in Long Acre, I car- 
i °Tt d Tavlofs invaluable book- 
let Walks Along the South Downs 
Way (Spurbooks, 60p). and the 1.6 
miles to the inch RAC map of 
Sussex. - 

Beaohy Head seemed a suitable 
starting polar, especially as the 
walker lias a choice of two routes 
around Frlston ' Forest before the 


path climbs on to the ridge of dio 
Downs. The boys, for reasons 
which were not immediately 
apparent, chose the lower path 
which skirts Eastbourne itself — un- 
deterred by the fact that for the 
first few miles it went east instead 
of west. And so, after suitable pho- 
tographs beside the first marker 
stone, we set off. 

Bcachy Head and Bullock Down 
are not, one discovers, the stark, 
windy beauty spots that one imag- 
ines. Our path took us througli 
woodland and across fields, the sea 
glinting redly to our right as the 
setting sun illuminated the wave- 
tops- 

The dog, e born townie, was 
hardly the trail-blazer that we had 
hoped, disappearing into the woods 
on business of his own. We felt 
like intrepid explorers — except that 
the lights of the nearest oasis, 
Eastbourne, lay only a mile or so 
ahead of us. 




After only about lialf-an-hour, 
the boys' strategy in choosing this 
route became clear. Eastbourne 
meant fldii and chip shops, and. fisli 
and chip shops mednt a supper far- 
preferable to anything that Dad 
might cook. 

At nightfall we found a camp 
site in a corner of a field near the 
village of . Jevington. Dad disco- 
vered lifesaving liquid refreshment 
nearby, and we ell fitted comfort- 
ably into the two -man tent — all. , 
that is, except Jason who, tethered 
to a nearby fence, (fid not seem to 
mind his sudden return to nature 
and even displayed guard-dog tend- 
encies which lie liad seldom shown 
at home. 

An early breakfast, sheltering 
from tiie chill dawn breezes in a 
friendly churchyard, and wo wore 
off and climbing Wlndover Hill, 
emerging at last, from rite woods 
and farmland on to the Downlead 
ndge which- was once the only safe 
route' in these parts. 

..Wby* I h ad .wonderod as a child, 

. did prehistoric map chopse such an 
inhospitable path ? The answer, of 
course, is that the Weald of Sussex . 
between the North Downs and the 
Soutii ..Downs , was then heavily 
wooded, a dark area where the 
traveller would be in danger both 
from wild animals ; an4 from his 
fellow men. . 

We were to, .think, and talk, 
about, prehistoric man a lot that ' 
day—for wo soon < reached our first 
landmark; tlie Long Man of Wilm- 
ington,

in the chalk and carrying a sto" 
in each hand.

We spent a long time porta' 
over the Long Man, who intrigw 
the boys, and had tu make a 
unseemly rush down into Alfrlsi# 
for commercial coffee far betid 
tiiaai any that Dad ever bretata 
Jason, who had made the desem 
by way of a series of duck poni 
and ditches and wa s beginning a 
steam malodorously, was in di> 
grace. 

Alfristou is worth a stopj irisi 
picturesque village with a Ki 
church known locally as “the 
edral of the Downs . But we went? 
quickly climbing again— back on u 
the ridge Hud tlie triple peaks si ■ 
Bostal Hill, Firle Beacon,, and 
Beddington Hill. ; 

The boys, with only their sleep 
*ng bags and a few personal ai* 
and ends to backpack, found, dje 
walking easy, and we all built up 
fine appetite for a picnic luntl 
snatched beside some farm build- ■. 
ings during a brief shower. 

Jason redeemed himself by un- 
earthing a weasel which lie chased' 
fruitlessly for several long minuta 
(tho weasel was fnster, could tun 1 
on a sixpence, end was, one sus--. 
pecLed, enjoying the joke). He ab 
rescued two of the boys from a pari 
ticularly frisky bullock. .! 

Our half of the path dipped dona \ 
again on itself to cross the Oust; 
went nearly into Brighton, twisted} 
back on itself to die edge of Lewes, 
then marched along my favourite . 
stretch of the South Downs above 
Plump ton before climbing up to' 
Duchilng Beacon, at 813ft the' 
highest point on tho Downs,
